Revenue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams at last has taken steps toward 
bringing his department into compliance 
with Merit System requirements. 

It took firm action to get the high- 
handed commissioner finally embarked 
upon his house-cleaning task. The State 
Merit Board had tried and failed. Like- 
wise Gov. Griffin, who nevertheless has 
insisted upon carrying Williams on his 
back to the detriment of the Griffin ad- 
ministration. 

Only after being faced with the pos- 
sibility of a 24-count indictment by the 
July-August Fulton County Grand Jury 
did Williams agree to straighten out his 
empire. 

Even so, the current grand jury still 
would do well to make a thorough check 
to see that he does a complete job of 
cleaning up the mess instead of merely 
swiping at it. 

Never again should any Georgia 
governor allow a department head to in- 
dulge himself in an abuse of powers as 
was done in ‘the present instance where 
prolonged and flagrant defiance of regu- 
lations served to weaken the effective- 
ness of the Merit System. 

Strict compliance with its provisions 
goes hand-in-glove with the economy 
program that must be launched next 
year in the wake of the four-year spend- 
ing spree that has drained the state 
treasury.

Eradication of Rabies 
Is Community Challenge 


While not yet definitely diagnosed as 
rabies, a man suspected of being a vVic- 
tim of the disease died yesterday at 
Grady Hospital. The death occurred dur- 
ing the worst rabies scare here in a num- 
ber of years, a scare which the facts prop- 
erly justify, although there is no cause 
for panic. 

The Fulton County Health Department 
reports that 8,000 dogs have been inocu- 
lated against rabies in the past eight days 
at veterinary clinics in the county. This 
is a good beginning but only a beginning 
on the job which must be done. 

It is incredible that in an urban coun- 
ty like Fulton there could be a serious 
outbreak of rabies. And yet the figures 
show it to be true. Dog owners them- 


selves are responsible through failure to’ 


have their animals inoculated according 
to law. 


Health officials are studying methods 
to improve enforcement of regulations as 
well as impoundment of stray dogs. Lit- 
erally hundreds of the latter are reported 
by residents in various sections of the 
county. This situation should be reme~- 
died. 

If dog owners themselves would as- 
sume the responsibility of having their 
dogs inoculated, as Fulton Health Com- 
missioner Hackney says, rabies could be 
eradicated. But until they do, officials 
should make every effort to impound all 
animals on which evidence of inoculation 
cannot be found and to hold their own- 
ers responsible.

Justice Is Jeopardized 
By Interminable Delay 


“Deliberate speed” means many things 
to many individuals. 

But in the matter of countless cases 
pending before U.S. courts, it appears 
undue emphasis is being placed upon 
“deliberate” and not enough upon 
“speed.” 

Warren Olney, director of the Admin- 
istrative Office of the U.S. Courts, reports 
that some 75,000 cases are awaiting dis- 
position. This is admittedly the biggest 
backlog in history. 

A citizen is presumed innocent until 
proved guilty, but to all intents and pur- 
poses a person awaiting trial is in a state 
of judicial limbo as far as his reputation 
and means of livelihood are concerned. 
Justice is jeopardized by undue delay. 

The Constitution guarantees that “the 
accused shall enjoy the right to. a speedy 
public trial. . 
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are victims of a 
ponderous procedures that 
to obstruct the reasonably rapid flow 
of justice through the courts. 
associations and lawyers them- 
selves have a responsibility to facilitate 
and to press for expeditious as well as 
judicious administration of justice. 


This judicial snafu isn’t confined by 


any means to the federal courts; state and 
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form and revision of the entire judicial 
setup. # .. 

Otherwise the pile of cases 
will grow, like Jack’s beanstalk, until it 
reaches unmanageable proportions.

In Iraq Is Reassuring 


It was but a few weeks ago that the 
Middle East crisis filled the news pages 
and crowded noisily along the air waves. 
Because Quemoy and Formosa’ have 
claimed that hot spot, an important pi 
of news in Iraq passed by in less pre 
nent headlines. | 

Premier Abdel Kerim Kassem, who 
headed the recent revolution which 
toppled the pro-Western government 
there, has quelled his first revolt. Col. 
Abdel Salam Aref has been arrested and 
a regiment disarmed. This is important 
because the rebellious colonel was first 
of all a Nasser man. His loyalty was 
to Egypt, not Iraq. 

Premier Kassem is not pro-West. But 
he certainly has not thrown in with Nas- 
ser. He is trying to steer a course be- 
tween Nasser, Russia and the United 
States. He has been making enough at- 
tacks on U.S. imperialism to keep the 
extremists quiet, but he continues to 
maintain all diplomatic relationships with 
the Western nations and apparently is 
proceeding on an “Iraq first” basis. 

That he was strong enough to put 
down his chief army leader indicates his 
regime and his own command 
are stronger than had been imagined. It 
is, in a very real sense, a quite reassur- 
ing and stabilizing bit of news.

Judge W. W. Woolfolk also said 
the county might be able to get 
aid from the state under its plan 
to set up five district detention 
homes for juveniles in the state. 


The new buildings will provide 
quarters for 140 children and com- 
pletely separates boys and girls. 
If funds are not available for the 
separate dependent wing, depend- 
ent children would be placed in a 
separate area on an upper floor. 


The commissioners approved the 
plans for the jail, which is to be 
built at the Bellwood Public Works 
camp grounds, but not without 
some reservations.

Calhoun County, in southwest Georgia, was created from parts 
of Baker and Early counties in 1854, the 111th in order of organi- 
zation. It was named for John C. Calhoun, noted senator from 
South Carolina who later became Vice President of the United 
States. In 1957, he was selected as one of the nation’s five greatest 
senators. 

Morgan, the counfy seat, is generally credited with being 
narned for Gen. Daniel Morgan of Revolutionary fame. There is a 
not too well authenticated report that it was 
named for a Morgan family that lived in the 
area. 

The county covers 289 square miles and ranks 
105th in size. Calhoun County has a population of 7,500 and Morgan 
has a population of 304 (1957 estimates). Calhoun ranks 113rd in 
population (1950 census). Other towns are Arlington, named after 
Gen. Robert E. Lee’s home on the Potomac River, and Edison 
and Dickey. 

There were 690 farms in the county in 1954. Peanuts are the 
most important crop and Calhoun, in 1955, ranked 10th in the 
state in peafut production when a third of the county’s crop land 
was in peanuts. During World War II, more than a half of the 
land was in peanuts. Calhoun County farmers have been turning 
their former peanut land into pastures. Other crops are cotton, 
corn, truck crops and pecans.

In 1953 and 1954 his stamina had 
overcome serious illnesses, but 
this time his age and the two 
strokes affecting his circulatory 
system were too heavy a burden. 


He had spent a strenuous sum- 
mer at this papal summer estate. 

Last week he had a recurrence 
of gastritis and hiccups, accom- 
paniments of the illness that took 
him to the verge of death in De- 
cember 1954. 


The Pope showed some improve- 
ment, and last Friday warmly 
welcomed Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, heading a pilgrimage of 600 
Americans. Doctors continued to 
urge him to rest, and asked him 
to conserve his strength by not 
talking at one audience. He con- 
tinued active, however, and held 
an audience Sunday. 


That night, while being treated 
for his stomach ailment, he sud- 
denly weakened, The first stroke 
came Monday morning. 


Slowly he rallied. He emerged 
from a coma and. shook off par- 
tial paralysis. Medical bulletins 
reflected his progress. 


CARDIAC COLLAPSE 


But another stroke Wednesday, 
47 hours after the first, wiped out 
the gains. A few hours later the 
physicians reported: 

“The Pope is suffering a grave 
cardiac pulmonary. collapse.” 


This meant he could no longer 
breathe effectively due to a break- 
down of the functions of the heart 
and its circulatory system, with 
involvement of the lungs. 


He lapsed into unconsciousness 
as the sun set Wednesday night 
and then he lay for hours breath- 
ing heavily in the bare’ white 
sickroom. 


A Mass for the dying was cele- 
brated in a chapel next to the 
sickroom just after midnight. 


Steadily, the Pope’s blood pres- 


sure fell and his temperature rose.

He was the “modern Pope,” 
the first t6 use an airplane, the 
first to know the United States 
firsthand, the first to use a type- 
writer and an electric razor. 


But first of all he was a pope 
of the people. He was accessible 
as no other pontiff before him, 
receiving more than 10-million per- 
sons in audience. 


He spoke out forcefully and fre- 
quently ‘on the world’s problems, 
ranging from war to questions of 
family life. 


ALTAR BOY AT 10 


Pius XII was born Eugenio Pa- 
celli in Rome March 2, 1876. A 
grandfather was a papal official 
who founded L’Osservatore Ro- 
mano, the Vatican newspaper; his 
father was a consistorial advocate 
who pleaded canon law before 
church courts, and Eugenio was 
an altar boy at 10. He was 
ordained to the priesthood at 23 
and became an assistant at the 
Vatican.

Despite its travail the church 
claimed 50-million communicants 
behind the Iron Curtain. These, 
added to the 468 millions recently 
estimated by the Vatican for coun- 
tries outside the Iren Curtain, 
bring the total to more than a 
half billion. 


In World War I he helped draw 
up Pope Benedict XV’s peace 
plan. As Vatican undersecretary 
of state he went to Munich in 1917 
and tried to get Germany's Kai- 
ser Wilhelm-to agree to peace. 
The mission failed but he re- 
mained in Germany and became 
the Vatican’s first envoy to Ger- 
many after the 1918 armistice. 


Called back to Rome in 1919, 
he was made a cardinal by Pius 
XI and named Vatican secretary 
of state in 1930. He also became 
papal chamberlain and headed 
the church’s interim government 
when Pius XI died. The 62 cardi- 
nals who gathered.in the Sistine 
Chapel elected him pope March 2, 
1939. ‘

At present, the church nationally 
has a policy of opposing segrega- 
tion. But the new moves here 
pointed up the regional differences 
—apparently of a minority—with- 
in it. 


B. Alliston Moore, a Charleston, 
S.C., attorney, offered the.resolu- 
tion that segregation can be 
squared with: Christian teaching. 
It said: 


“A sincere belief in the right- 
ness of segregation is not incem- 


patible in the belief of the dignity | 


of all men and their equality be- 
fore God.” 


On the other hand, a resolution | 


backed by. a group of clergymen | 
who met at Eaton, N.H., last 
month, called race discrimination 
“‘an abomination ... a failure of 
Christian love.”’ 


Moore said he was pressing his 
resolution to point up “the utter 
incongruity of the position’ the

Every fish must have his day, and all the days 
during the week of Oct. 6-12 are the fishes’ days, 
because it’s Fish ’n’ Seafood Week. 


“The fishing industry has 
jong played a vital part in the 
life and economy of our nation. 
As our population continues to 
grow and as our land becomes 
more fully utilized, we will turn 
to the sea for more and more 
of the nutritive food require- 
ments needed to maintain our 
American Standard of Living.” 
This quote by President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower is from a tele- 
gram to the chairman of the 
National Fish and Seafood Week 
Committee. 

Fresh and frozen fish and 
shellfish supplies are at a high 
level this month. Shrimp land- 
ings reach a peak at this time 
of the year, reports Mrs. Betty 
Alexander, extension consumer 
information specialist. Clams are 
also abundant. Other shellfish 
in good supply are oysters and 
scallops. Fillets of cod, flound- 
er, haddock and ocean perch 
are in good supply, as are 
steaks from swordfish, halibut 
and salmon. 


Among the fresh fish avail- 
able in good volume during the 
month of October are bluefish 
whiting, porgies and butterfish. 
Stocks of frozen fishsticks are 
higher than last year. With such 
variety of seafood choices, you'll 
find many that suit your taste, 
fit the food budget and add 
something new to your meals. 


There is another food week 
now too, it’s National Apple 
Week. And this is certainly the 
year for apples, supplies are 
the largest since 1950. The 
quality is good and the apples 
are uniform size and low in 
price. Look for high quality in 
Tokay grapes, reasonably 
priced. Bartlett pears will re- 
main in good supply during Oc- 
tober.

All Dalton Teams Up

DALTON—Smoke poured out of Whitfield County | 


courthouse Wednesday night, sirens screamed, and the 
Dalton-Wihtfield Civil Defense swung into action. 


It was a mock exercise to test | 
the civil defense units to deter- 
mine their fitness in cases of 
real emergency. The test was as 
realistic as imagination and art 
could make it. 


Smoke poured from smoke-pots 
to give a realistic atmosphere to 
the scene. Sixty-one volunteers 
were “wounded” and were made 
to look that way by a make-up 
expert from Ft. Benning—Lt. 
Thomas Trudeau. 

The exercise started at 8 p.m. 
when the smoke-pots were set off. 


The volunteer actors who were 
“wounded” were rescued from 
both floors of the simulated burn- 
ing courthouse by rescue teams 
from Dalton, Calhoun, Carters- 
ville, Canton, Smyrna and Car- 
rollton. They worked under the 
direction of Ace Cook of Calhoun. 


The “wounded” were first taken 
to first-aid tents on the court- 


house lawn, where their injuries 
were screened. In the meantime, 


Mrs. Marion Sims, civil defense 
director here, had notified, Hamil- 
ton Memorial Hospital on the two- 
way radio setup which links the 
hospital, civil defense, and the 
physicians of the area. 


The hospital laid its plans, and 
called in the doctors by radio. 
The more seriously ‘“‘wounded’”’ 
were rushed to the hospital in 
ambulances from this northwest 
Georgia city’s funeral homes. 


Observing the operation were 
Col. Jack Grantham of the state 
civil defense office in Atlanta, 
and Dr. William J. McAnally 
from Region 3 headquarters of 
the Office of Civil Defense Mobi- 
lization in Thomasville.

Use Tooth Brush 


The United States National 
Health Survey reports that 36 per 
cent of us visited dentists at least 
once last year. City folk followed 
the “See Your Dentist Twice a 
Year” slogam more than did 
their country cousins, Urbanites 
average 1.9 visits as against 1.2 
visits for rural inhabitants. 


One out of five appointments in 
volved extractions, whereas fill- 
ings were inserted or replace dur- 
ing 41 per cent of the visits. The 
survey also disclosed that 42 per 
cent of thé population had not 
been to a dentist in three or more 
years. 


Approximately 21.6 million 
persons are without their own 
teeth in the United States. This 
is 13 per cent of our people. 


Dentists expect future genera- 
tions to acquire this type of enam- 
el through the use of fluorine dur- 
ing childhood. Caries-prone boys 
and girls should benefit most from 
this chemical. 


Dental decay is the most com- 
mon reason why teeth are lost. 
The process is stopped tempo- 
rarily when the dentist cleans out 
the debris with his drill and fills 
the cavity with gold, silver, or 
plastic materials. But unless 
teeth are brushed faithfully and 
sweets that encourage decay_are 
avoided, other areas become 
carious. In time, the tooth is de- 
stroyed. 


Cleaning the teeth is the best 
prophylactic measure. It has 
been estimated thai only 26 per 
cent use the teothbrush regu- 
larly and 65 per cent not at all. 


The fact that today 65 per cent 
do not brush their teeth means 
that this device has not received 
universal acceptance. Centuries 
ago the handle was made of bone 
and hog bristles were tied on the 
end by hand. Modern brushes are 
made entirely of nylon or other

West players found . themselves 
possessors of a nine-card spade 
suit, the best result any of them 
could attain was to take a 500- 
point sacrifice against the North- 
South slam. 


In the West seat every player 
overcalled South's one-heart open- 
ing with a pre-emptive bid of four 
spades. North raised freely to 
five hearts and South was forced 
to pass inasmuch as partner's bid 
was made under considerable 
pressure. 


The freak distribution inspired 
most Wests to persist to five 
spades and at this point North 
made an enlightening call — a 
forcing pass. This requests part- 
ner to either double the opponents 
or else go on to six. He felt that 
there was an excellent prospect 
for slam if South held three aces, 
and that with only two aces South 
would be forced to double. 


At the table where the dia- 
grammed bidding took place, 
South carried on to six hearts 
and West elected to defend. 

West opened the king of spades 
and shifted to the eight of clubs. 
Declarer won the trick with the 
dummy’s king. Trumps were ex- 
tracted in two rounds and it 
seemed like smooth sailing since 
there seemed little doubt that a 
long diamond could establish it- 
self for the discard of a club. 
But the first lead of diamonds 
showed that a long card in that 
suit could not be developed. 

South saw that a squeeze would 
be required to fulfill the contract 
inasmuch as East obviously had 
the burden of protecting both 
minor suits. Declarer therefore 
cashed the ace of clubs and ran 
out all his trumps, coming down 
to the queen and one diamond 
and the seven of clubs, while the 
dummy held king and two small 
diamonds. 


East, forced to reduce to three 
cards, had his choice of letting

The maximum North-South re 
sult was achieved at a table 
where declarer took all the tricks. 
West. elected to under-lead his 
ace-king of spades in the hope 
that East held the queen and 
could then give him a diamond 
ruff.
